WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's neph- 
ew has been accused by a po- 
litical rival of exploiting his 
relationship with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive in a campaign for a 
membership on the Young Re- 
publican National Committee. 

The nephew, Michael Gill, 
21 years old, of Chevy Chase, 
Md., replied that it was his op- 
ponent who is “trying to ride 
the coattails of the President.”

BLIND MAN SEEKS 
TEACHING POST 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOL 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 20 
(AP)\—Ray Haynes does not 
think he will have any disci- 
pline problems if he is allowed 
to teach in public schools— 
even though he cannot see. 

If the Jeffersen county Board 
of Education acts favorably on 
his application, the 38-year-old 
Haynes will be the first blind 
person to teach in Kentucky 
public schools. Haynes, who was 
the first blind teacher ever 
certified by the state, has been 
teaching social studies, English 
and history at the Kentucky 
School for the Blind the last 
10 years. 

But he believes he can pave 
the way for other. blind teach- 
ers in the state’s public schools 
if he can make the switch. 

Haynes, who wants to teach 
high school, said he believed 
the discipline problem is worry- 
ing the school board—which 
has not yet given its decision.

Pilot Sends Passengers 
to Rear, Eases Craft 
With Crippled Nose 
Wheel to Ground. 


DALLAS. Tex., April 20 (UP) 
—A Braniff Convair airliner 
carrying 41 persons tilted up 
shortly before midnight last 
night during an emergency 
landing at Love Field with a 
faulty nose wheel. Passengers 
and crew members escaped in- 


jury, leaving the plane by way 
of the baggage compartment. 


The pilot, Capt. R. O. Mitten- 
dorf of Dalias, circled the field 
twice while engineers observed 


the twin-engined plane’s tri- 
cycle landing gear from the 
ground. They advised him to 
land. 


Mittendorf kept the Convair 
340’s nose high and started his 
landing approach at 


edge of the runway. The plane 


lost speed and Mittendorf al-) 


lowed it to nose down just be- 
fore it reached the end of the 
runway. 

Showers of sparks flew as the 
propellers scraped the runway. 

A fire captain’s car, a fire 
truck, ambulances and police 
cars followed the plane at about 
50 miles an hour as it sped 
along the runway. 

United Press Photographer 
Pat Patton, who was in one cf 
the cars, said the Convair cane 
to a halt with its tail sticking 
about “30 feet into the air.” 

Mittendorf said he had asked 
the planes 38 passengers to sit 


in the rear seats to help keep 
the plane’s nose high. He said 
he cut the lights and main 


switches after he touched down 
as a Safety precaution against 
fire. 

The plane was Braniff flight 
58 out of Dallas to Oklahoma 
City and Wichita. The plane 
had landed and discharged pas- 
sengers earlier at QOklahoma 
City. 

Mittendorf took off from Ok- 
lahoma City and reported to 
the dispatcher at Love Field 
that his landing gear light had 
not gone out, indicating some- 
thing was wrong. He was or- 


dered to return to Dallas. 
Byron Moore, of Council 
Grove, Kan., the first passen- 


ger out of the plane, said when 
asked if he was scared: “No, it 
was a good landing.”’ 

The passengers boarded an- 
other flight for Wichita.

The nose 
wheel folded against the hull, 
but the hull was not damaged.

MOSCOW, April 20—Nikita 
S. Khrushchev warned the West 
last night of retaliation if it 
touched,off an uprising in East 
Germany “as you did in Hun- 
gary.” 

“We are not saints and. if 
necessary, we can rap your 
knuckles,”” declared the first 
secretary of the Soviet Commu- 
nist party. 

Khrushchev said the Commu- 
nist bloc must also reinforce 
the Oder-Niesse line, Poland's 
postwar frontier with Germany. 
He said that if anyone violated 
the Oder-Niesse line, it would 
be considered an attack against 
the Soviet Union as well as Po- 
land. 

The Kremlin leader made the 
Statements at a reception given 
by the Polish embassy in honor 
of Polish Premier Jozef Cyran- 
kiewicz, who is stopping off here 
briefly on his way home from 
a good will tour of several 
Asian nations. 

Soviet Defense Minister Geor- 
gi K. Zhukov reinforced 
Khrushchevy’'s statements about 
Communist military capabilities 
He told correspondents, “We 
have at our disposal adequate 
means to retaliate against any 
action of NATO.” 

Rambling Speech. 

Standing at the head dable 
with Cyrankiewicz and _= sur- 
rounded by members of the 
Communist party presidium, 
Khrushchev delivered a ram- 
bling speech asserting Russia's 
esteem for Poland and reflect- 
ing anxiety for the security of 
the western quarter of the Com- 
munist empire. 

“We have many opponents,” 
he said. “We must reinforce 
the Oder-Niesse frontier. We 
must reinforce our defense ca- 
pacity. The Oder-Niesse is our 
common frontier. If someone 
crosses your frontier, this will 
not only be an attack against 
Poland but also against us.” 

These words brought cries of 


“right!” from the _ presidium 
and applause from Cyrankie- 
wiecz, whose government is

Khrushehey also referred to 
Yugoslavia’s difficulty in selling 
commodities to Russia.

—Secretary of the Air Force 
Donald A. Quarles said yester- 
day the Air Force will have a 
fleet of 380 B-52 intercontinen- 
tal jet bombers by June 30, 
1958. 

He told reporters this will be 
60 fewer B-52s than were sched. 
uled by that date prior to the 
production stretch - out an- 
nounced Thursday. 

Quarles said there will be 
eight B-52 wings in the stra- 
tegic Air Command by the sum- 
mer of 1958. But he said not 
all will be completely checked 
out with a full complement of 
45 planes per wing. 

The fleet will include spare 


planes that would bring the full 


| months 


complement to 380. 

This means the Air Force 14 
from now will have 
more B-52s than it ever had 
B-36s, predecessor of the B-52. 
More than 350 B-36 superbomb- 
ers were built and about 275 
still are in service. 

Discussing the new intelli- 
gence estimates on Russian 
heavy jet bombers Quarles said 
“it looks as though they didn’t 
do as well as we expected.” 

It has been disclosed that the 
estimates show now that Russia 
had about 50 Bison bombers 
last summer when the United 
States was estimating there 
were 100. 

New estimates indicate Russia 
will not overtake the United 
States in heavy bomber produc- 
tion for several years. The Air 
Force plans to buy 603 B-52s by 
the end of 1959.

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Locking a Door to Israel 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

In the Mirror of Public Opinion 
of April 13 you published a letter 
from Alvin Johnson about the Suez 
Canal situation. He_asserted that the 
West can enforce its primordial right 
of free navigation in the Gulf of 
Aqaba and can build a 300-mile pipe- 
line from Eilat on the Guif of Aqaba 
to Jaffa on the Mediterranean to by- 
pass the Suez Canal. 

Mr. Johnson stated that tankers 
too large to go through the Canal 
would proceed to Eilat to be pumped 
out, and that the oil would then go 
through the pipeline at less than 
half the tonnage fees of Suez and 
be pumped again into big, economi 
cal tankers for Western Europe. 

Is this a wonderful original plan 
capable of fulfillment under present 
realities, or is it merely the dream 
of a sophist? There is no indisputable 
proof that the West actually has any 
primordial right of free navigation 
in the Gulf of Aqaba which is recog- 
nized under international law In 
fact, it seems that no such right ex- 
ists if precedents of international law 
are accepted for guidance.

The Saudi Arabian note of April 
11 laid historical and natural claim 
to the Gulf of Aqaba and its en- 
trance at the Straits of Tiran as 
the “territorial waters” of King 
Saud's country. This note expressed 
Saudi Arabia's position as follows: 


“Islands situated at the entrance 
of the Gulf of Aqaba are Saudi Ara- 
bian islands and waters between 
them are subject to Saudi Arabian 
sovereignty, Its waters are Saudi 
Arabian waters Its straits are 
closed straits. The entrance to the 
Gulf does not exceed nine miles: 
that is 12 miles less than for gulfs 
which are recognized by interna- 
tional law as international gulfs. In 
addition, the width of the straits 
from the opposite Egyptian shore in 
some places does not exceed a half 
mile.” 

Since the only outer access to the 
Gulf of Aqaba is through the Straits 
of Tiran, I believe Egypt possesses 
the right under international law to 
deny foreign ships passage into and 
across the Gulf of Aqaba. 

Under these circumstances, the 
super tankers which Mr. Johnson 
said could transport oil to the pipe- 
line at Eilat would be unable to get 
there without Egypt's permission. 

Under these circumstances the 
proposed pipeline would be useless 
for its intended purpose, and it is 
certainly very doubtful that anyone 
would risk financing its construc- 
tion.

The Freeholders have completed the final 
draft of the proposed new City Charter. Except 
for the formalities, including the necessity of ac- 
tually filing the document with the City Regis- 
ter, their long, onerous tour of unpaid civic 
service is virtually at an end. What have they 
accomplished? 

In our judgment there is no doubt at all as to 
the answer. The Freeholders have accomplished 
a great deal, and for that St. Louis owes them 
a very real debt indeed. The new Charter 
would equip the city with a modern, substan- 
tially improved plan for conducting local gov- 
ernment. That is something it has lacked for 
a long time. 

The proposed Charter is clearly superior to 
the 43-year-old instrument it is intended to re- 
place. And in our view, it is preferable to 
the document drawn by the 1949-50 Board of 
Freeholders and later defeated at the polls 
after a campaign of misrepresentation. 

For one thing, the new Charter would pro- 
duce an essential reform in the legislative 
branch. The 7-7-1 method of electing a Board 
of Aldermen stands as a significant attempt to 
turn aldermanic attention to the needs of the 
city as a whole, rather than to concentrate it on 
the aims of neighborhood and other minority 
interests as at present. 

” * . 

The driving force behind the 
Mrs. Conrad Sommer, vice chairman of the 
Freeholders. Throughout the debates she did 
not once swerve from her objective of a legis- 
lative body in which at least half the members 
would be elected at large. She was supported 
on the first test of strength by Freeholders 
Frederick E. Busse, Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella, Mel 
H. Krah and Chairman George L. Stemmler.

These five votes were two short of a simple 


majority in the 13-member board. But when 
Freeholders Major B. Einstein, Henry B. Pflager 
and Frank L. G. Weiss eventually were per- 
suaded by reasonable argument that 7-7-1 was 
best, they joined the others and the plan was 
adopted. They all deserve congratulations for 
sticking to that decision despite pressure to re- 
treat or compromise, 

This feature of the Charter has been the tar- 
get of virulent abuse by a few extremely vocal 
individuals who stand to gain in one way or 
another by continuation of the present system 
of legislation by “courtesy.” Undoubtedly the 
theme of an anti-Charter campaign will be 
based on self-centered opposition to this im- 
portant reform 

Fortunately, however, the issue of 7-7-1 as 
well as of the Charter itself will be decided by 
the people in the privacy of the polling booth. 
They were fooled once in a Charter election; it 
is hardly likely that they will fall for the propa- 
ganda of the anti-Charter forces a second time. 
And besides, most of them have seen more than 
enough of “‘aldermanic courtesy” and the neigh- 
borhood-destroying zoning practices that have 
flowed from it

Apart from reform of the Board of Aldermen, 
the new Charter provides worthwhile improve- 
ments in the executive branch. The Mayor 
would be given authority commensurate with 
his responsibilities, especially in the fiscal field. 
The various offices of the executive branch 
have been streamlined, and an attempt made 
to secure traffic engineering by professionals, 
not by aldermanic amateurs. 

The new elective office of City Auditor would 
provide the people with a real “watchdog,” not 
the synthetic kind that exists today, The City 
Judges would be taken out of the arena of 
patronage and made full-time officials nomi- 
nated and appointed under a system modeled 
after the state’s Nonpartisan Court Plan. 

In short, the Freeholders have attempted to 
write the very best plan that they could, one 
based on principle and not concern over the 
reaction in the party clubhouses. There have 
been no compromises for the sake of votes, and 
the Charter shows it. 

But before the people can express themselves 
on the Charter the Aldermen will have to call 
an election. Mayor Tucker has suggested the 
fall—late September or early October, This 
would provide ample time for the necessary 
educational campaign. The Aldermen will dem- 
onstrate sound judgment if they move quickly 
to call the election within the period that the 
Mayor asks. — 
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That Whooping Crane Egg 

There is jubilation in the Audubon Park zoo 
at New Orleans over the laying of an egg. Many 
eggs are laid at the zoo but this one was 
laid by Josephine the whooping crane. 

And it happens that there are only three 
whoopers in captivity and, according to the 
Federal Wild Life census, only 26 living at 
large. So this new egg somewhat revives hopes 
that the whoopers are not going to become 
extinct. 

We really cannot, get into a dither about 
whether or not the whooping crane goes the 
way of the dodo and the passenger pigeon. It is 
a large, ungainly bird standing about four feet 
tall. Its eyes are piercingly remorseless and its 
long curved bill is a horrible instrument. .So 
much for the exterior. 

Internally, it possesses an amazing trachea 
that makes three turns before running upward 
and backward into the lungs. This is really a 
hidden tuba with which it can produce some 
very ugly noises that sound as though they are 
intended to be insults to human beings. 

So we remain rather indifferent about that 
egg. If it hatches, the three whoopers in the 
Audubon Park zoo, and any of the 26 wild ones 
who get the word, can just toot their own sa- 
lutes on their own horns. 
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Reprieve for Blind Pensioners 

Missouri's aid-to-the-blind program has been 
granted a two-year extension from Congress. It 
is a reprieve that will be in the public interest 
provided the Missouri Legislature uses the time 
to re-examine the state's over-all blind-aid plans 
—especially in the light of objections raised by 
federal officials. The Federal Government wants 
to see a “need clause” written into any program 
in which it participates. 


At present, two separate programs operate 
side-by-side in Missouri. One is the Blind Pen- 
sion. 


This is supported by a state-wide property 
tax of 3 cents, and the flat $60 monthly pension 
it pays is handed out virtually without refer- 
ence to need. The other program, in which 
the Federal Government participates, provides 
up to $60 to those blind persons with unmet 
financial needs; it actually is “aid,” not a dole. 
In most cases those who cannot qualify for aid 
get a pension. Missouri and Pennsylvania are 
the only two states with dual programs of assist- 
ance to the blind. 

Two telling objections have been raised to 
the Blind Pension. The first questions why blind 
persons alone should be singled out for special 
treatment. Why not the mentally ill, the deaf, 
the mute, the totally disabled? The second objec- 
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tion suggests that if Missouri can pay a Blind 
Pension virtually without reference to need 
then it does not require federal aid at all. 
Unless the Legislature does something about 
tightening up the pension provisions, thé latter 
objection may be heard in volume in Congress 
two years from now. That might result in an 
end to about $2,350,000 a year in federal aid to 
the blind 
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Again. Disarmament Hopes 

Harold E. Stassen is the chronic optimist and 
his boss Secretary Dulles the pessimist on mat- 
ters of disarmament. The optimistic signals Mr. 
Stassen is again sending back from the disarma- 
ment talks in London must be assessed with 
that in mind. He has been guilty of premature 
cheerfulness before 

Nevertheless when President Eisenhower this 
week told his news conference of Mr. Stassen’s 
encouraging reports, he renewed hopes that the 
long yeais of disarmament negotiations may yet 
bear fruit, Mr. Stassen says the “atmosphere” 
of the talks is better, and their tone the “most 
serious” since 1945. And State Department of- 
ficials agree that there is basis for “more than 
the usual amount of optimism.” 


If these hopes are borne out when the talks 
are resumed next week. after the Easter recess, 
one question to face will be whether it is time 
to lift the discussions to a higher plane of ne- 
gotiation—perhaps even to a summit conference. 


Russia proposed such a conference last No- 
vember, but the tensions growing out of the 
attack on Egypt and the crushing of Hungarian 
freedom made that an inappropriate time even 
to consider it. Now the circumstances have 
chahged. Prime Minister Nehru of India re- 
cently proposed a high-level conference on dis- 
armament. Perhaps the West should take an- 
other look at the idea of seeking the basic pol- 
icy decisions from which a disarmament treaty 
might flow. 

On paper, the major positions of East and 
West do not seem too far apart. For example, 
Russia now accepts President Eisenhower's 
“open skies” plan, once rejected, but would 
apply it only to 500 miles on each side of the 
European dividing line. The United States no 
longer insists that the plan apply everywhere, 
but does urge that the Russian-proposed zone 
be widened. 

Again, both sides propose, on paper, anyway, 
that armed forces be immediately cut back to 
the level of 2,500,000 for the United States, 
Russia and China, 750,000 for Britain and 
France. Both sides support, on paper, the 
principle of international inspection of both 
atomic and conventional disarmament, though 
there are important differences on how to start 
applying the principle. Both sides agree, 
broadly, on the need for bringing atomic weap- 
ons under control, but disagree on the method. 


Given this much agreement, why cannot the 
great powers go the rest of the way? Perhaps 
they can. But first they will have to make basic 
diplomatic settlements and agree on primary 
policies which would make disarmament pos- 
sible. Has the time come for an all-out, high- 
level effort in this direction? 
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Now for Better Postal Service 

Both Postmaster General Summerfield and 
Congress have something to crow about, al- 
though Mr. Summerfield can crow the louder. 
The Postmaster General got $41,000,000 in addi- 
tional funds in short order—through the House 
and the Senate and across the President’s desk, 
all in less than a week. Accordingly he is re- 
storing the service curtailed last Saturday be- 
fore the funds were made available. 

But while the Cabinet member asked $47,000.- 
000 in deficieney appropriations for his depart- 
ment, Congress voted him only $41,000,000. 
The legislative branch can point to the differ- 
ence and say that it was not stampeded into 
giving Postmaster General Summerfield all he 
asked on his own terms. It can also say it is 
keeping its eye on expenditures and holding 
them down. 

Regardless of whose fault it was—and it is 
clear that the Budget Bureau was squarely in 
the middle of confusion—and irrespective of 
who won, what is important now is the restora- 
tion of an essential service. It must have been 
a serious embarrassment to the President that 
it was in an Administration run by business men 
that the mails came to a virtual stop. 

One such experience is enough. There is no 
good reason why a major part of the cost of 
the postal system should not be met by postal 
revenues. We believe that the American peo- 
ple, including American businessmen, are ready 
to pay increased rates if equitably applied. 
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W hat Next for the Teamsters ? 

Although Dave Beck was snubbed by the 
Teamsters’ executive board when he asked for a 
$1,000,000 publicity fund, the board is now 
supporting him in his charge that he was ille- 
gally suspended as a vice-president of the 
AFL-CIO. The board also has suggested very 
strongly that no Teamster officials will appear 
before the AFL-CIO Ethical Practices Commit- 
tee on May 6 to answer charges unless those 
proceedings are conducted in a manner accept- 
able to the, Union. 

Detailed testimony before the McClellan Com- 
mittee of how employers and employes—some 
of them actually members of the union—were 
harassed in Scranton seems not to have softened 
the stubbornness of these men. 

The Ethical Practices Committee, of course, 
can present its case against the Teamsters 
whether they make a defense or not. And 
when the AFL-CIO executive council meets on 
May 20, it can expel from their offices in the 
national federation any Teamsters shown to 
have violated public laws or the federation’s 
own regulations. The council, which already 
has suspended Beck, also can expel him. In- 
deed, that is the least it can do for its own 
reputation. But what if Teamster officialdom 
continues to ignore the AFL-CIO? 

Two courses of action then will be open. The 
national body may suspend the whole union, or 
it may expel it. In all probability, expulsion 
will be avoided until everything else has been 
tried. There are good reasons for this. Like 
the Longshoremen, the Teamsters union would 
not be greatly hampered in its operations if it 
lost its AFL-CIO membership. 

Suspension seems to be a more promising first 
step. It might encourage the rank-and-file re- 
volt and help its leaders in the Teamsters’ con- 
vention in September. Police and courts could 
be of great help by proceeding vigorously 
against those law-breakers who seek to intim- 
idate and terrorize the union’s membership. Dy- 
namiting, stench-bombing and extortion are the 
concern of the authorities, union clean-up or no. 

If the Teamsters’ convention: elects new offi- 
cers and takes genuine steps toward reform, the 
AFL-CIO could consider lifting its suspension. 
If not, a special convention could be called to 
expel the union. It is to be hoped, however, 
that a way will be found to clean up this mess, 
instead of just throwing it out.

Friendliness

between city and country folk; a New Yorker can spot a 
visitor by his dress and speech, but will usually help him 
see the city; a Gotham couple finds hospitality in Montana.

There are times when things that hap- 
pen in a big city seem to make nonsense 
out of the mathematical precepts gov- 
erning chance. 

A man and his wife hailed a taxicab 
on the East Side to pay a call on a 
friend in a Morningside Heights hos- 
pital. The “cabbie” was talkative and 
soon disclosed that he had gone to a 
certain school in lower Harlem. “So 
did I,” the male half 
of the fare replied. 
Then began an ex- 
change of recollec- 


tions. Suddenly, 
and as one voice, 
the driver and 


rider burst into an 
old song that, back 
in 1905, had ex- 
ploited the weak- 
ness of an unpop- 
ular teacher. 

In a small town 
one expects to meet 
old schoolmates. In 
a big city to “run 
into” a grammar- 
school classmate after half a century 
borders on the fantastic. 


This incident raises-some interesting 
questions. What is the difference be- 
tween a small town and a big city? 


Jan Struther once wrote that “A city’s 
as great as the little people that live 
there.” Much earlier Shakespeare had 
put it this way: “What is the city but 
the people?” 

At any event, it would seem that the 
essential element in city or town is peo- 
ple. Accepting people as a common de- 
nominator, one is tempted to ask if city 
people really are different from coun- 
try folk. 

Students of speech long have been 
able to determine with a great deal of 
accuracy from a person’s pronunciation 
the part of the country, state or city 
which that person has derived. Observ- 
ant New Yorkers can readily spot a 
rural visitor, while in a small town the 
city stranger is an easier mark for even 
children and barking dogs. 


The “outsider” anywhere is set apart 
immediately by his or her clothes, hair- 
cut, hairdo and walk even without utter- 


ing a word. From that point on, how- 
ever, differences seem to disappear. The 
oneness of mankind appears to burst 
forth in a ‘‘good Samaritan” sort of way. 

It is a common thing in this city to 
see otherwise busy New Yorkers stop 
and literally lead visitors by the hand to 
points of interest, theaters, subway sta- 
tions or bus lines. The Gothamite finds 
no difficulty in checking his wild surge 
through the city to recount New York's 
chief attractions and how to get to 
them, ’ 


Looking at the other side of the 
medal, New Yorkers frequently relate 
examples of similar helpfulness. One 
Brooklyn motorist has been regaling 
friends With a series of episodes that 
had highlighted a transcontinental trip. 
One evening in Ohio, when no room 
was to be found in hotel, motel or 
Y.M.C.A., a complete stranger put up 
the Brooklynite and his wife for the 
night, fed them a complete breakfast 
the next morning and would accept no 
penny for bed or board. 


In eastern Colorado a farmer busily 
yharvesting his crop stepped from the 
tractor into his car to lead the way fif- 
teen miles to a crossroad so that the 
strangers might not get lost. 

In the Idaho-Montana border coun- 
try the inhabitants of a smaller town 
insisted on playing host for four days 
while the New York couple awaited de- 
livery of a part needed to repair the car. 


The cut of clothing or hair would 
seem, then, to have nothing at all to do 
with why men behave like human be- 
ings. People like to watch others work, 
whether damming a country stream or 
laying a city sewer. People like to help 
others, whether to change a tire or 
catch a loose goose. People like to talk. 
In short, they like to be friendly. 


This friendliness, this desire to be 
helpful, comes from within and knows 
no. geographical boundaries. It may 
take a little longer in one place for the 
shell of caution or self-consciousness to 
thaw than in another, but underneath 
there always flows the warm stream of 
human kinship. 

After all, maybe there is something 
to be said for talkative taxicab drivers 
and barbers. 


History of a Fox Hound 


From the Ozarks Mountaineer 


There are four principal breeds of fox 
hounds, July, Goodman, Trigg and 
Walker. The last named is the most 
popular in the Ozarks, and is recog- 
nized as tops in fox hunting ability. 
Two hunters magazines, the Chase and 
Hunters Horn, have furnished the 
Mountaineer with a brief history of the 
Walker breed: 


The famous strain originated in Mad- 
ison and Garrard counties, Kentucky, 
early in the 1800s when the pioneering 
families of the Walkers and Maupins 
migrated to Kentucky from Virginia. It 
is an almost forgotten fact that the 
Walker hound as it is called today was 
once known as the Walker-Maupin 
hound. 


Gen. George Washington Maupin 
(born 1807) was primarily a fox hunter, 
secondly a mule and Negro trader and 
then a planter. He was the owner of 
the celebrated hound Tennessee Lead. 


Maupin’s helper and rival was his 
cousin, John W. Walker, born in 1802. 
John Walker was the father of four 
great fox-hunting sons. The Walkers 
imported two hounds from England, a 
dog and a bitch, Rifler and Marth. The 
dog was crossed on the rattail black 
and tan native hounds owned by the 
Walkers and ‘‘Wash” Maupin, while 
Tennessee’ Lead, the little black and 
tan “lifted” from the eastern moun- 
tains of Tennessee was crossed on the 
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bitch. From these crosses sprung to- 
day’s Walker foxhounds. 

The advent of the red fox in Ken- 
tucky in 1852 that had _ evidently 
migrated ,from the eastern seaboard 
caused these early breeders to search 
for a faster, more enduring hound. 
Little Tennessee Lead had the speed, 
the English hounds helped with stamina 


and the native hounds furnished the 


good noses and heavy musical voices. 
The Walker strain has a ratio of 60 per 
cent native, 30 per cent English, and 10 
per cent Tennessee Lead, and after it 
was firmly founded the Walkers began 
the important service of record keeping 
and letting the blood spread to the 
south and west. This was before the 
turn of the century. 

Woods Walker, last of the hard-hunt- 
ing Walkers, died about a year ago. And 
with him the Walker family, after a 
century of effort given to the breeding 
of the Walker dog, fades from the live 
picture.

Only a Subtle Taint 


MANHUNT, by Donald MacKenzie. 
(Houghton Mifflin, 250 pgs., $3.50.) 


The dust jacket of the novel, “Man- 
hunt,” emphasizes the point that its 
author, Donald MacKenzie was a “one- 
time con man, sharepusher and bur- 
giar.” The author’s background having 
been thus announced, there seems little 
purpose in skirting the subject. “Man- 
hunt” deals with “shady” individuals 
as well as outright criminals. The 
publishers apparently subscribe to the 
notion that “It takes one to know one.” 
If “Manhunt” is a fair example, they 
are correct. 

The story deals with a “chase.” The 
quarry is Paul Gregory, an escaped 
criminal attempting to recover a for- 
tune in cached loot. The pursuers are 
the British police reinforced by the 
inevitable pack of bloodhounds. Greg- 
ory has an early flush of success in 
this game against the law. Of course, 
he must eventually run afoul of mis- 
calculation and capricious circumstance. 
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What is at first only a challenging 
though delicate problem gradually mul- 
tiplies into a horrible nightmare in 
which his escape routes are cut off one 
by one. He struggles desperately, plans 
brilliantly, but is finally cornered. 
Author MacKenzie promotes the possi- 
bilities of this tested plot to the fullest. 

While a “chase’”’ is still.a “chase” re- 
gardless of who is pursuing whom, the 
Gregory “chase” does claim a certain 
distinction. It has the virtue of appar- 
ent authenticity springing from the 
author’s command of the criminal 
idiom. 

Gregory is handy with his wits and 
skilled at his calling. He is the master 
of special tools and techniques. When 
not fleeing through basements and over 
roof-tops, he spends his time tinkering 
with difficult locks, starting cars with- 
out keys and breaking into proper 
homes. The art and enterprise of these 
various ruses and devices make en- 
grossing reading if only to suggest 
that the “‘nécessity” of crime is also 
the “mother of invention.”

More important than his considera- 
tion of such forbidden mechanics is 
MackKenzie’s examination of the crim- 
inal mind. While British law and the 
reader are evaluating Paul Gregory in 
terms of good and evil, Gregory is con- 
cerned only with expediency. He must 
not make a mistake, be caught and 
thereby become a “bad” criminal. 


He understands what he has done 
and knows the meaning. of fear and 
doubt, but his regret never turns to 
guilt. He is what he is and he will 
do what is necessary to protect him- 
self. At times, he is detachéd from 
his deeds. After he commits murder 
he thinks, “Things like this happened 
to other people, not to yourself.” 

Gregory is separated from honorable 
society by only a subtle taint. He is 


s 


a man with an unhealthy compulsion , 


for immediate security. We will per- 
mit the psychiatrists to quarrel with 
this definition of a thief.

MILWAUKEE, April 20 (AP) 


— Milwaukee and Cincinnati 
were scheduled to return to 
the playing field today, with 


the feud between Redlegs Man- 


ager Birdie Tebbetts and

League President Warren Giles 
for settlement. 

But Burdette had a few more 
things to say, including “I'm 
no spitballer and I’m no cheat.” 
Tebbetts made the charge 
Thursday after the 30-year-old 
righthander allowed only six 
scattered hits in beating the 
Redlegs 1-0. The teams were 
idle yesterday. 

“I don’t like the idea of a 
guy calling me a cheat,” Bur- 
dette went on. “That's carrying 
a thing too far. He's stirring up 
a big stink that isn’t going to 
do him or me any good. I don't 
mind him squawking about it, 


hut if he's yzoing to stir up 
a lot of trouble, I think he’s 
going a little too far. 

“IT don't want just a little 


thing between Birdie and me 
spreading out so far as the 
commissioner's office or the 
league president. That's a lot 
of hooey.” 
Birdie Was Counting. 
Tebbetts had charged that 


Burdette threw the illegal spit- 
ter 25 per cent of the time 
The dispute centers on Bur- 
dette’s habit of reaching to his 
mouth before he pitches. It’s 
only one of many fidgety moves 
he makes while on the mound 
Burdette, who has beaten 
Cincinnati eight straight times 


since 1955. said “The _ rule 
(8.02) doesn’t say you cant go 
io your. mouth. It says you 


aren't allowed to apply a for- 
eign substance of any kind to 
the ball or rub it on your unl- 


form. Well, I don't do any of 
those things.” 

‘The rule.” ‘Tebbetts said. 
“doesn't say anything about 


rubbing vour fingers off after 
wetting them. I want a clarifi- 


cation of that rule, so we'll 
know what you can do and what 
you can't. 


And the request for clarifica- 
tion was made yesterday when 
Gabe Paul, Redlegs General 
Manager. delivered the official 
protest to Giles in Cincinnati. 


“The Cincinnati club pro- 
tests the repeated violation of 
rule 8.02 with request that 


there be a clarification so that 
all clubs completely understand 
exactly what they are permitted 
to do.” Paul said in a letter. 
Others He Can Name. 


Burdette said he's not the 
only pitcHer that goes-to his 
mouth. and charged that Cin- 


cinnati hurlers do it also. 

Two years ago, Burdette said, 
when Johnny Cooney was a 
coach of the Braves, Cooney 
“checked the other pitchers and 
counted the times they went 
to their mouths.” 

“He found out that quite a 
few did and were quite obvi- 
ous about it,” Burdette said. 
When pressed to name some of 
them that do, Burdette men- 
tioned Art Fowler of the Red- 
legs, Sal Maglie of the Dodgers 
and Johnny Antonelli of the 
Giants. 

“Some moisture is bound to 
get on the ball. It can*come 
from anyone, from the infielders 
when they handle the ball, 
from the catcher when he rubs 
it up. But, it’s the same on 
every team and it's the same 
all over baseball.” 

He added that “all of the 
pitchers in the National League 
do it sometime during a game.
